The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a removable optical device including an 
electric drive motor arranged in a housing that encloses the drive motor, as generally set 
forth in Claim 1, the device including, in combination with the features recited in Claim 
1, the housing having at least one fill opening through which the sealing compound is 
capable of being inserted in the housing after the mounting of the drive motor in the 
housing. Claims 3-7, 10-15 are dependent on Claim 1, and hence are allowable for at 
least the same reasons Claim 1 is allowable.
